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Opinion filed: Judgment affirmed in full
The denial of summary judgment in the underlying trade secrets action established probable cause
to bring that action. Because that action was supported by probable cause, Parrish and
Fitzgibbons cannot “establish[] a probability of success” on their malicious prosecution claim.
(Baral, supra, 1 Cal.5th at p. 384.) We thus affirm the judgment of the Court of Appeal.
